tainment to the tourists. It is something to write home about. 
This year, for example, there will be a great display of roses 
in all the floats, but generally, roses are scarce at New "Dear's, 
even in southern California. There is a great wealth of other 


; iowering plants, however. 


The new year in the midwest and east generally arrives 


with the weather on a rampage, terrific winds, snow, sleet, 
aad roads blocked to traffic, folks shut in by the fires, with 
only the most hardy venturing forth. Yet, in many ways, 
the new year celebration in those countries is as enjoyable 
as it is out here. When nature is in an extravagant mood, 
whether it be in the lavishing of flowers, or in the swift rid- 
ing of the storm god on the winds, the scene is beautiful and 
fascinating. No more beautiful sight in all the world than a 
forest of cedars, branches bent low with the weight of newly- 
fallen snow. 


New Year's day memories of the southwest or midwest 


or east may produce beauty. There is many a man and wo- 
man who would like to go back again to the scene of frosted 
panes, roads piled with snow, the jingle of sleigh-bells, if 
just for a visit. And in these days of rapid transportation 
it is possible to select the kind of weather one wishes, and 
do it almost on the spur of the moment. 


Those who are familiar with the rose tournament at Pasa- 


dena never forget its thrill, its extravagant beauty, its rnotif 
of joy. Yet, no doubt, this country would have been slow to 
attack the problems of making a great nation, the greatest 
on earth, if it had been our destiny to build it from the west 
to ea?t instead of from east to west. 


There is a fascination in joining vast crowds that are mill- 


ing in and around Christmas counters in the big cities, a lure 
that few resist. It is mass psychology. Human beings love 
to congregate, it seems, and to actually enjoy all kinds of 
discomfort just to be with the crowds. 


The thicker the crowds the more the fascination. This 


isn't the whole story, however. The great department stores 
undeniably furnish opportunity for the buying from enor- 
mous selection, and at prices that are governed by metro- 
politan competition. The small town never has been able to 
meet this kind of competition. Unlimited selection, beauty 
and orderliness of display, intelligence and responsiveness 
of store personnel, good restaurants at hand when the shop- 
per craves food, the finest theaters and the finest programs— 
these all constitute the lure that brings the people by thou- 
sands to endure congestion and the weariness that accom- 
panies congestion. 


Small town establishments are gradually gaining in holi- 


day volume, however, as is shown by the big trade enjoyed 
at Christmas by all the cities and communities of the upper 
San Gabriel valley. Stores are getting better in the country. 
People are more weary of the big town congestion. We know 
families in this valley who spent a very" large amount of 
money at Christinas, because they have it, and are inclined 
that way. And very little of it was spent outside the small 
home town. 


These small towns actually can supply all needs. But it 


is true that they cannot supply such desires as are catered 
to by finely-appointed restaurants and the world's best in 
theaters. 


Legion Aids Conservation— 


Initiating a comprehensive conservation program affect- 


ing the natural resources of California, department heads of 
the American Legion in this state have outlined work to be 
done in connection with the program for the 366 posts of the 
world war veterans' organization in the various counties. 


Under the direction of Eugene D. Bennett of San Fran- 


cisco, chairman of the Legion's conservation committee, the 
veterans of San Francosco will cooperate with the state and 
federal governments and with the various sportsmen's and 
conservation societies in the following manner thru the or- 
ganization of local units: 


1- Prevention of forest fires and brush fires in contiguous 


localities by an educational program and by physical aid in 
times of emergency. 


2—Adopt or plant memorial groves of trees and assist the 


program of beautifying the state's highways by initiating or 
supervising the planting of shade trees. 


3—Assist in the establishment and maintenance of com- 


munity arbors or sanctuaries for birds and wild life. 


4—Organize post crews for the planting of fish and lib- 


eration of game birds raised and furnished by the state. 
(This assistance is needed and will be greatly beneficial.) 


5—Assist by educational and other effective means in the 


observance of laws for the protection of game and wild life. 


6—Preservation of our beaches and public parks from 


polution, spoliation and desecration. 


7—Contact and cooperate with the various conservation 


organizations, both official and unofficial, in the general pro- 
gram of conservation. 


8—Study and consider the important legislative proposi- 


tions affecting conservation, with the view of intelligently 
lending the Legion's support cr voicing its opposition to vital 
matters affecting the welfare of the natural resources of the 
state. 


EDISON COMPANY ANNOUNCES 


BIG CONSTRUCTION BUDGET 


Southern California Edison com- 


pany budget of uew construction 
expenditures for the year 1930 will 
total $23,601,058, B. H, Ballard, 
president of the company, announced 
yesterday. The construction budget 
for the coming year is approximately 
$5,500,000 greater than expenditure** 
for similar purposes in 1929. 


The Etlison company in 1930 will 


begin, the second year of a definite 
five-year program of intensive de- 
velopment," Mr. Ballard said, ''and 
its expenditures for construction of 
additional service facilities in"' the 
ten counties of southern and central 
California will provide principally 
for extensions and reinforcements to 
care for an increase of approximate- 
ly fifteen per cent in the connected 
load of our consumers. A little over 
$18,000,000 of the total budget -will 
be required for these new business 
expenditures in anticipation of con- 
necting up 35,000 new consumers 
during the coming year, with an ag- 
gregate connected load of 365,000 
horsepower on the consumers' prem- 
ises." 


BIG DEVELOPMENTS AHEAD 
The completion of a 133,000 horse- 


power steam-electric generating unit 
at the company's Long Beach steam 
plants will require an additional $2,- 
000,000. Tho unit, the second of this 
large capacity for the Long Beach 
plants, will be placed in public ser- 
vice early in the new year. Funds 
also are made available for studies 
and design for another generator of 
similar capacity to be added the fol- 
lowing year to those already in oper- 
ation at Long Beach. 


A total of approximately $10,190,- 


000 has been allocated for exten- 
sions and reinforcements for new 
business in the metropolitan area of 
Los Angeles alone, Mr. Ballard said. 
This area includes the industrial dis- 
tricts of Los Angeles, where a sub- 
stantial share of the company's anti- 
cipated new business will originate. 


SERVICE EXTENSIONS 


In addition to $2,000,000 for com- 


pletion of the newest unit of the 
Long Beach steam generating plants, 
xpenditures in the metropolitan area 
will include approximately $773,000 
for completion of the La Fresa major 
sub-station, between Torrance and 
Redondo Beach, and about $550,000 
for additional equipment at the La- 
guna 
Bell 
sub-station 
between 


Montebello and Compton. These sta- 
tions are transmissiorf points of the 
first importance and their comple- 
tion will add materially to the flexi- 
bility of the Edison company trans- 
mission and distribution systems, 
Mr. Ballard said. The construction 
of the La Fresa station marks the 
first instance of locating a major 
transmission station off the general 
north and south line of the system 
of transmission stations and lines

Walnut Husk 


Fly Controlled 


in Past Year 


The walnut husk-fly, apparently a 


.very serious pest of late varieties 
of cultivated walnuts, was first found 
in the Pomona district and the ad- 
joining Chino district of San Ber- 
nardino county, in 1926. Its true 
identity as a .member of the fruit fly 
family was not definitely establish- 
ed, however, until the spring of 
1928, when specimens roared out by 
a member of this office wore sent to 
the U. S. national museum and re- 
ported back as the walnut husk fly. 
Due to the newness of this insect, 
which apparently has never been of 
commercial importance in any other 
part of the United States, consider- 
able investigational work will have 
to be done before satisfactory con- 
trol measures can be established. 
The only action taken during the 
present year was the placing by the 
state department of agriculture of 
restrictions on the movement out of 
the known infested district of wal- 
nuts in the husk, and containers that 
might carry immature stages of the 
insect. 


Infe.stations in 1928 were particu- 


larly severe in a few orchards, the 
percentage of affected nuts running 
as high as 90 per cent of the entire 
crop. Alarmed by such conditions 
representatives of the walnut indus- 
try took steps to bring together

in Alaska Mountains 


Washington.—A 
lake covering 


900 acres, situated 3,000 feet above 
sea level, and capable of develop- 
ing 45,000 horse-power of electric 
current for pulp and paper mills 
has been discovered in Alaska by 
a naval aeronautical survey party, 
the Navy department said. 


The survey party, headed by 


Lieutenant Commander Arthur W. 
Radford, U. S. N.. was organized 
by the Navy, Interior and Agri- 
culture departments to make aerial 
maps of Alaska. 


The lake, the party reported, Is 


located on the eastern shore of 
Taku inlet, between Greeley point 
and Jaw point.

Why Is winter colder thua sum 


mer? How deep does a scuttled 
ship sink, mud why does the air 
In a closed room get bad? 


A recent examination of presum- 


ably well-informed people revealed 
that many a man of more than 
average education can be caught 
in pitfalls of ignorance. 


Most peopta were caught over 


the first question. More than four- 
fifths said that winter is wider 
than summer because the sun is 
then farther away. This, of course, 
ia wrong, the sun being nearer In 
winter. The real reason lies In the 
earth's changing slant, which brings 
the sun directly overhead In sum- 
mer and lower In the sky In win- 
ter. 


Surprisingly common, too, was 


the Idea that sunken ships do not 
go to the bottom, but float at some 
midway level. Heavy objects sink 
because they are denser than wa- 
ter. 
A ship sinks to the" bottom 


because water's density remains 
virtually 
unchanged despite the 


enormous pressures encountered at 
great depths.

because of the gradual exhaustion 
of the oxygen contained in the air, 
and not, as many people suppose, 
because of carbon dioxide gas ex- 
haled by its occupants. 


Idea, Foundation of Law, 


Traced to Democritus 


In 1720 Francis Hutcheson, in 


his "Inquiry into the Original of 
our Ideas of Beauty and Virtue," 
wrote: "That action Is best which 
procures the greatest happiness for 
the greatest numbers; and that 
worst, which, in like manner, occa- 
sions misery." This Is the earliest 
known use of the phrase "the 
greatest happiness of the greatest 
numbers.' It was used by Cesnre 
Beccaria 
in 
his 
"Treatise 
on 


Crimes and Punishments," first pub- 
lished In 1764. Later Jeremy Ben- 
tham, the English political philoso- 
pher, wrote: "Priestly was the first 
(unless 
it 
was Beccaria) 
who 


taught my lips to pronounce this 
sacred truth—that the greatest ha'p- 
plness of the greatest number is 
the foundation of morals and legis- 
lation." 
The general 
Idea con- 


veyed by the phrase, however, Is 
found in the writings of some of 
the ancients, notably Democritus. 
—Pathfinder Magazine. 


Term of Uncertain Origin 


Authorities have never definitely 


traced the origin of the term "grass 
widow." It is to be found in many 
languages. Some believe that It is 
a corrupted form of "grace-widow" 
—that is, "widow by the grace of 
circumstances." There are no facts 
to substantiate this belief, howev- 
er. According to Doctor Brewster, 
the modern use of the term seems 
to have originated among the An- 
glo-Indians about the middle of the 
Nineteenth century from the prac-

Argentine Ant 
Cdntfo! Declared 
Worthwhfle Work 


Argentine ant control work as a 


necessary aid to biological control 
of the citriphilus mealybug has been 
financed 'as,.before by growers' gr^ 
ganizations and continued over, the 
name general districts as last year. 


Inspections this past summer of 


- Giendora, Azusa and Covina have 
'given the first complete check of ant 
control results in Los Angeles county 
orchards. 
..r^ 


During 1925 all citrus properties 


within these districts were inspected 
for Argeatine ants and all infesta- 
tfyns found were treated. This sum- 
mer a similar inspection was -made 
in the same districts. 


A comparison between the condi- 


tions found in 1925 and those of the 
summer of 1929 shows that in 1925 
there were 162,894 trees within the 
-three districts infested with Argon-" 
tine ants, while this year only 15,832 
trees were found to be" infested. 
Within four yearns 90 per cent of 
tho trees in this district have been 
freed of ants. 


The efficiency of the Argentine ant 


control work is very decidedly aided 
by the inclusion of city • residential 
areas- in the citrus districts in our 
control program. Treatment of the 
tints on residential properties mater- 
ially decreases the chances of com- 
mor-cial citrus acera^'e becoming re- 
infested from city infestations! It is 
also a definite benefit to the city 


, residents, aa this particular ant is 


one of the most troublesome house- 
hold pests. Three cities, Whittier, 
Covina, and Claremont, entered the 


, control program this year. 


Because of the good results ob- 


tained from the teratment of former 
years, there has been an annual de- 
crease in the cost of all ant control 
work.—(From annual>eport of coun- 
ty horticultural commissioner).

Decreased Crop of 


. Navels Predicted 


The state's navel orange produc- 


tion for 1929-30 is forecast by the 
California Fruit Growers' Exchange 
at 21,235 cara. as compared with 
33,838 cars shipped in 1928-20, and 
23,134 cars in 1927-28. 
The ex- 


change estimates the Valencia crop 
fo*.the coming season at 25,513 cars, 
compared with 36,301 in the 1928-29 
period, and 20,897 in 1927-28. 


Flprida had shipped 571 ears of 


oranges in November compared with 
2JJ50 to thut date last year, while 
grapefruit shipments were 2954 and 
2801 respectively for these p'eriods. 
Texas on that date had shipped 747 
cars of grapefruit compared to 15.7 
on November 5,1928. 


The Florida citrus crop for the 


1929-30 season is forecast" by the 
federal department of agriculture at 
16,000,000 boxes. Oranges-and tan- 
gerines are placed at 9,7000 -boxes, 
and grapefruit at 6,300,000. 
This 


compares with 23,000,000 boxes of 
citrus fruits marketed by Florida in 
the season just ended.

- The derrick has been erected in 
the top of a small hill jnst south of 
the .intersection of South Towne 
avenue with Biyerside drive, and 
workmen with graders were excavat- 
ing a sump when the gra.ders began 
uncovering what were believed to 
be fossilized bones. 


According to L. E. Williams, a 


member of the syndicate which is to 
drill for ail in the new location, the 
bones were found in such a position 
as to indicai^ that they are the re- 
mains of a prehistoric animal at least 
300 feet long. 


He hoped to interest archaeologists

Shipped East in 


Holiday Sacks 


A concentrated drive against un 


scrupulous walnut dealers has been 
carried on thruout the season by the 
standardization division of the coun- 
ty agricultural commissioner's office 
working in conjunction with the 
stp.tc standardization 'inspectors, ac- 
jjprding to Paul K. Wilson, deputy 
agricultural commissioner. 


Particular attention is being paie 


by the inspectors to those places sell- 
ing walnuts put up in five and ten- 
pound sacks. It has been found that 
in past years many walnuts display' 
ed in this manner and defective over 
the tolerance allowed by law, have 
been shipped east, doing great dam 
age to California's reputation. 


Altho the situation is much better 


than in past years, Mr. Wilson says 
that since the present season started, 
fourteen dealers have been taltcn tc 
court for selling walnuts excessively 
defective. Two more have been citec 
to appear in court on this same 
charge withing the next few days. 


"Under the California fruit, nut anc 


vegetable standardization act, wal- 
nuts may not be sold that contain 
serious defects over 20 per cent. In 
sect injury, rancid meats, blanks anc 
green mold arc all considered serious 
defects. 


Inspectors are making repeated in 


spections on all the main highways 
and arteries in and around Los An- 
geles, as well as in large markets in 
the- city, in an endcfavor to intercepl 
unscrupulous dealers for infractions 
of the law.

New Licenses 


for Automobiles 


Now in Mails 


_-_—__« s 


The California postman who strug- 


gled last week with his load of 
Christinas packages is now facing a 
new burdrn in more than 150,000 
sets of automobile license plates eon- 
signed to motorists thruout the state 
by the iltvision of motor vehicles. ' 


This approximate number has gone 


into the mails since Santa closed his 
gift bag and treked northward, while 
additions are being added to tho 
postman's burden at the rate of 
sonic 20,000 sets daily. 


Some of the applications for these 


plates were received as early as No- 
vember 15, but shipment was post- 
poned - until after Christmas by a 
special arrangement with the postal 
authorities because of the heavy 
congestion of the mails. 


The plates, which are being sent 


out in response to " mail orders'' 
forwarded by motorists who do not 
wish to stand in line at the counters, 
will go to every section of the state. 
They are sent direct to the address 
of tho motorist as it appears on the 
certificate of registration turned in 
with his fee. 


Division officials warn motorists to 


see that the address given on the 
certificate is the address at which 
they now reside. They may be de- 
layed otherwise in receiving their 
plates. 


It will be unlawful to drive after 


January 15 with 1929 plates unless 
the driver has applied for new ones. 
Double fees must be paid after Janu- 
ary 31. 


The fee for new plates is $3, but 


if the motorist has paid off his con- 
tract with the dealer or finance com- 
pany during the year an extra $1 is 
required as a transfer fee.

The1 field of invention has no boun- 
tlaries. Everyone is curious about 
something new and will buy it if he 
can. 
And the better it is, the longer 


he will keep 'buying it. Industry 
await? each new device that is tech- 
nically sound, and can be produced 
economically and sold, writes Charles 
F. Kc.ttering, head of the General 
Motors 
research 
laboratories, 
in 


Popular Mechanics Magazine. 


During the past three years, over 


.10.00 inventions have been brot to 
the attention of one group of busi- 
ness men. Oiuly a small number sur- 
vived. Only these few fulfilled the 
three-fold conditions—technical, pro- 
duction and sales. Therefore, some- 
thing ..is wrong somewhere with the 
wa yp'epple invent. 


It is not only a matter of disap- 


pointment and punctured ambitions; 
it is an unjustifiable economic waste 
of money and labor, particularly the 
latter. And the waste does not make 
half so much difference to anyone 
as to the inventor himself. 


However many engineers or invent- 


ors a company has on its payroll; 
however much in equipment and lab- 
oratorea, it can never hope to think 
of all the improvements for its own 
products. Good ideas and devices 
are bound to originate on the outside. 
T!ie race of good invention is open 
to all. But it is a hurdle race. At- 
tempts to run around or ignore two 
or three hurdles account' for nearly 
all failures in inventing. So advice 
to inventors can be reduced to just 
this: Do not run around these hur- 
dles; jump over if you can. Be 
aware that in many lines of endeavor 
invention has largely passed away 
from the single inventor working by 
himself and is now to be expected 
from a group of individuals working 
closely together. In General Motors 
research laboratories, for instance, 
much inventive engineering is being 
applied to the power plant of auto- 
mobiles. No one is trying to do the 
thing by himself. One is investigat- 
ing vnlves and camshafts, another 
pistons; another combustion cham- 
bers; another carburetors and mani- 
folds; another the atomic structure 
of fuel, find another is inventing in- 
struments which will revenl the pres- 
sure changes that take place in a 
combustion chamber. But the signifi- 
cant fact is that each recognizes his 
dependence on the others for the 
complete success of his own work.' 
The engineer will not be successful 
in a combustion-chamber study un- 
less he takes full advantage of all 
that the fuel-research engineer has 
to give him, and vice versa. The 
inventions and discoveries of the in- 
dividual are largely due to coopera- 
tion. 


Of course, it is not always possi- 


ble to work with others in the growth 
of one's ideas. Nevertheless, cooper- 
ation remains as an ideal limit. Wise 
inventors are taking every advantage 
of wJiat others have to contribute to 
their own ideas. 


Familiarize yourself with the com- 


mercial development in the art. As 
pointed out above, business is aggres- 
sive in finding arid trying new ideas. 
It has tried thousands of things that 
would be beneficial if they would 
work, but, as a matter of fact, do 
not work or cannot be produced eco- 
nomically or sold. So it seems useless 
'or an inventor to go ahead with 
hese same old ideas without finding 
out. first, why businsss rejected the 
deas; second, if the causes of its 
previous rejection still operate. The 
chances are that many inventors 
never take the trouble to find out if 
their idea has been tried. They- too 
often spend their own time and 
noney first only to meet disappoint- 
iiont later. 


Familiarize yourself with previous 


work in the art. Mighty few startle 
;he world with a completely new 
mechanism. Most inventions are only 
the development of some device or 
irocess already well known. Nearly 
every development has a long his- 
ory to which eac.h inventor contri- 
butes a little. It will save the in- 
ventor a great deal if he will first 
uvestigate this history. Possibly the 
very same ideas he has in mind have 
already been thot of, adopted and 
then discarded for a better plan. 
This may be disheartening, but in- 
venting is serious business and must 
n;ly on facts, not fancies. 


Keep detailed notes of your daily 


efforts. It would, be unwise to make 
any general statement here on legal 
matters, but at General Motors, from 
the legal point of view alone, every 
research 
engineer is required to 


keep daily memoranda of his ideas, 
conversations, plans, tests and ef- 
forts relating to his work. These 
notes are signed and dated 
day.

Potatoes represent an -extensive 


item in insectary operation in the 
propagation 
of 
the 
cryptolaemus 


used to fight the mealybug in Los 
Angeles county. H. M. Armitage, 
deputy agricultural commissioner, in 
charge of th« Los Angeles county 
insectary, states that approximately 
2000 sacks of high grade potatoes 
•will be required in operating the 
two laboratories at Downey ami Ri- 
vera during the coming season, cost- 
ing approximately $7000. The pota- 
toes are used in developing sprouts 
on which mealybug is grown as food 
necessary to the production of the 
ladybird beetles. 


At the Downey insectary 15,000 


trays of host plant material have al- 
ready been planted. With thu com- 
pletion of the new building at Ri- 
vera, which is now about ready for 
use, 
an additional '9000 trays will 


be planted, or a total of 24,000 trays. 
This 
amount of material should 


easily produce the 10,000,000 beetles 
estimated as required to meet the 
field next season. Production will 
start during March and reach a peak 
during April, May and June. 


While at. present the mealybug 


situation in the field looks more sat- 
isfactory from the standpoint of 
control than it has for several sea- 
sons past, it is believed that pre- 
paredness is half the battle.

The 
greater danger is that the laws of 
science are considered too superfi- 
cially simple, whereas they demand 
irecise and clear thinking. 


Subject your device to tests and 


jbtain quantative measurements of 
ta performance. 


Be rather pessimistic of your own 


achievements. Imagination is what 
sees possibilities for improvement. 
Watt's imagination at his mother's
